The number of killed at Washoe by the 
Indians piuves to have been overrated. 
Forty-three are missing, twenty-one dead, 
and three wounded. Great excitement con- 
tinues to exist tluoughout California, and n 
war of extermination is threatened. Mor 
mon complicity with 'the -Indiana is-openly 
charged. U. Siiowden and youn": Baldwin 
were'nol, killed, as reported. The number 
of Indians was about 500, wt>ll mounted and 
well armed. At the tir.st tire, ?ome of the 
whites fled. After repeated attempts to 
force iheir way through the ambush, the 
whites retreated. A terrible vengeance will 
be wreaked upon the savages. 

The particulars of the great prize figlil 
between Ileenan and Sayers has coino lo 
hand. Heenan had Sayers close down on 
the ropei, and supported himself by holding 
with one hand to a stake, the ropes were 
cut, and ilie crowd rushed in ; four other 
rounds were loiight but the combatants had 
not room to move in. At last tlio police 
forced their way in and the referees ordon d 
them to desist Sayers, though ranch blo'vn 
and distressed, walked firmly and coolly 
away, with both his eys open and clear. 
Hi.s right arm, however, was helpless, lii.s 
inoulirnnd nose dreadlully bi-aten. Heen- 
an was almost unrecognizable as a haiiian 
being, so dreadful had been hi.s punishment 
abou" the neck and face. Yet he was as 
strong on his legs apparently a* ever, thanks 
to his perfect training— and after leaving 
the field of battle, he ran as nimbly as any 
of the spectators, and leaped over twosmiill 
hedges. This, however, was a final ellorl, 
and he almost instantly after became so ut- 
terly blind that he was obliged to be led by 
the hand to the train. Sayers was knocked 
down 27 times; thrown,,135: and received 
08 bkws. Heenan was not knocked down 
at all; received 13 blows ; and was thrown 
once.

A white man. at San Jose, California, on 
the 16th inst, accused an Indian of stealing 
a piece of rope, when the latter beat him to 
death with a club.

The Legal Profession. 

Editor British Coionist:— The attention of 
the people and also of all tlieir lleprcscntative.s, 
should, I think be particularly directed to a liUi 
now before the Legislature, entitled "A Bill for 
the RcRulation of the Legal Priifcssion." 

As Vniiconvor Isluiicl is a rny new Colony, 
it appears sniiicwhat premature that a distinct Inn 
so decidedly marked, as is the case in thi.s llil!, 
shiiuld bo drawn between liarristora ami Attorncv.'^ 
or Siilicitdr.s direct from Unijland, IrcLand i>t 
Scotland, and gentlciiicu of equivalent qualifi 
cations from ono or other of Her Hajcstiud Col- 
onies. ^ 

An English or Irish Barrister or Attorney, Ad- 
vnoates of ilie Court of Si'saions, nnd Wriiersto tin- 
Si;jnct in Scotland may commpncc |irnclice immed- 
iately on his or their arrival in Vancouver, whilst 
a Colonist, who comes direct from one of the oldi r 
Colonies to this Island, will, by the pruvisions of 
this ])iU, lie compelled to bind liim.self " by cun- 
trnct in writing, '<> ii practising liarrister >-.r Atior- 
iiey, in V. I., lor one j-ear," ( perhaps to a iiuiii 
younger and less cxpcrieneecl in law and law pro- 
ceedings than liimselt',) before he will beallnwcd tn 
pi .u'tice on J is owTi accnuiil ; and in snnip e.iscs 
indeed be debarred from this small privilege <>t 
earning a living in prospective, from the fact, thai, 
presuming (as has always been Uic case in uan 
uridah Colonies heretofore,) that he could, by 
virtue of his birth-rigat as a British subject, and 
being duly qualifled, exercise the privileges of 
his profession in thii new Colonv; be is not pre- 
pared with means to live as a BtuJent or pupil for 
twelve mmillis. 

Grarilt-d, that it 7H(iy be well enough (to whicli I 
do not however subscribe) between older Colonies 
as Canada, New lirunswick, Nova Scolia, itc , 
whose present .fudges of three score and ten ii"W 
living, and many long since dead, were bom, 
sliulied. practiced as liarristers and Attorneys, ami 
"ere elevated to the lieiich ill the same Colony; 
granted, I say that sucb a restriction may be inu- 
loally correct as between such ; but to ajiply the 
same rule ia an entirely new Colony as V. L, is, 
in my opinion, granting by far^ tpo. exclasive a 
privilege to Practitioners from the Old Country, 
and doing a very great injustice to British Col- 
onists. Wliy, I .ask. fcbould the distiiietioii be 
drawn r Are, not all equally Biilish subjeelR, the 
native of Britain and the native of Australia or 
of British Korlh Aiiierica? It does not at oil 
events argue a ve y liberal spirit on the part of 
the O'd Country Practitioners resident in Victoria, 
tliat their Colonial bretlireii mi(jht enjoy a fair 
siiare of business, since "all tlio members of the 
profi'ssinu ill Victoria had seen and :ippi(ived of 
the Bill," 111 was stated in the House ol'A.'scmbly 
a few days ago. 

Tho .ith nnd last section in the Bill is also most 
decidedly objoctionablo. I hold that any man who 
is competent, should not bo debarred by nii arbi- 
trary law from drawing "conveyances of, or deeds 
relating to. real or pcrsooal estate," by being snb- 
jectod to "B nenalty ;0f ££()." aye. or airii cents, 
"for each and every sueh"'offeiioei"'(?) either for 
himself, or for otliers, at guoh price as may be 
agreed upon. If a party employ an incompetent 
person, ho runs a risk that his instrument is do- 
I'eclive. Is another despotic monopoly lo be es- 
tablished in thi'j naturally prnmisiiig culdiiy ? If 
tho Legislature sincerely desire to promote the in- 
terests and ndvniioement of this ««io colony, they 
nliiiuid •'iie.oniage alt industrious new-couiors, 
particnlarly British subjects, in ovory legitimate 
lirnnch of business. 

In the legal profession, as in other branches of 
business, the man of li'urniiig and experience, and 
of b« liness capacity, will, through a discriminating 
public, llnd /im pusitiun ns ussurodly as will the 
man of mediocre attainments discover Aw palmain, 
qui meruit, feral.

The Lawyer*. 

A bill has bet'ii iiitroiliiceil into the Assem- 
bly lo regulate the legal profession. Somo 
on the bench luui at the bar in government 
pay certainly deserve regulating ; yet some 
of the provision.s of the bill are n(Jt such as 
we call favor. We entirely concur with the 
bill in not dividing the profession, so as to 
stop" soiioitora 'from pleading. Notice of 
suoh an intention haa been given' by the 
Chief Justice; and the order will be made 
imperative on the first of July. The power 
to do so, is conferred oh him by the Order 
in Council organising our courts. The 
sooner then the bill is passed, granting to 
solicitors the same riyht lo plead as barris- 
ters, the beller, and thus put a slop to the 
exploded notion of tlie Chiel Justice. In 
other provinces solicitors aiul barristers are 
trealetl alike. And in a new governtnent 
like onrs we ought to do the same Willi 
the profession divided as it is in England 
where no solicitor can plead, it would cause 
a serious injury to practitioaers of ability, 
or what is far worse, impose on thecommuiii- 
iy two sets of fees, one for the solicitor and 
another for the barrister — when the business 
coul4 be done as well and ai half the price 
to the public, by simply emplnying either a 
(ulicitor'or barri.'fter. The proposed order of 
the court seems very much like a con- 
spiracy to swiiidie the public out of double 
fees fur the benefit of the only " two law- 
yers in the oonntry." No suoh ileduclinn can 
however, with strict roijard to truth, be drawn, 
as the order in Council authorises ihe separ- 
ation of the profession : still a rose by any 
other name would smell as sweet, and Die 
eflfoct of the order would be as we have 
intimated. Were the lawyers alone inter- 
ested they might be left to fight it out ; but 
in the Judije's order, the pockets of the 
people are directly interested, and it is there- 
fore hoped that the Assembly will promptly 
protect their constituents. 

Anolher poriion of the bill confining 
conveyancing to the legal fraternity, and 
making it a finable ofTencB for a non-pro- 
fessional person to draw conveyances or 
cunlracts, and such-like, for another person, 
deserves to be expunged. Were the hill to 
become a law as it is, this portion would 
either prove a dead letter or cause serious 
injury to those residing in distant districts 
where there is no lawyer. A person at 
Sooke, Saanich, Salt Spring, or Nanaimo 
would be forced to come to Victoria and fee 
a lawyer to complete a sale of land or make 
m written contract, except he was scribe 
enough to do it himself— and too many of 
our country population are not. It is self- 
evident, therefore, that such a law is im- 
pricticable in a new country. 

Verilt an OusTRUCTiTK. — The gala.xy 
of talent that aitempts to furnish mental 
jiabuium for the yovernmoni pres.i were cer- 
tainly hard pressed for an argunnent, when 
they impressed into their service theisale of 
Honolulu cattle, in order to indulge in a dig 
at the reformers. Because high prices were 
not realized, the nursery logician concludes 
that the country is ruined. If this line 
of argument were an infalliblo criterion to 
the state of the country, then at every re- 
duction in the price of flour, bacon or beano, 
the country would be ruined, — and at every 
advance in prices the country would be 
prosperous. Evcellent sup[)urti!r of fossil 
rule is theorgan ! Verily Ihuu art an obstruc- 
tive of the first water. In every direction 
Victoria is prospering, not only wilhoiit gov- 
ernnient aid, but in spile of it ; ami yet were 
Iheobstrui'tive thought-throwiiig(?) macUiiie 
to be believed, everything is "stagnant,'' 
No doubt the organ " creams nd mantles 
like a stagnant pool." But that ia no.rea* 
sou why the country is to be cried down. 
Gary & Co. deservedly stand higher after 
the organ's discovery. Mercantile man will 
be delighted (over tho left] at the manner in 
which the hireling falsely cries down com- 
merce. Men of common sense will doubt- 
l.'>s joi i the OiisUucli vo ranks, wliicli, oui- 
s do ol a Hninil circle, iiundnirs 0. .Sonie 
pnblic-spiiited individual- w(!ru di.<[)os(;d to 
bestow on " all tho tnhnils " a copy ol H.Tron 
Alunchaiisen, as an approprialit leslitnoiiial 
for lliffir rare siM vici's; but the ;)CCC(iui cry 
t lat Ihe Krfortnnrs were opposing all pro- 
gruHs, induciid iheui to decide on a vol- 
ume of Fox's Book of Martyrs, which, if 
Home historians can be trusted, draw.n 
larsely on the apocryphal, and at ihe 
BBme time is conHoliiig to tender con- 
sdienoes like those of the Obstructives 
SJlTerina from a sense of their own 
«ins. The Munohauionism that tho Re- 



formers oppose progress is very charac- 
teristic of the Gary phalan:^, who obstruct 
the country and unblushingly attempt to 
shirk the responsibility of their actions. 
Verily ana might conclude in the face of 
the vauntings of the Times' correspondent^ 
that the government wcs in the hands of the 
Reformers; but that has not formally taken 
place; though tha time is not far distant.

I must say 
lhat the conilnc.l of (iencral Scott, the re- 
preseii'la^ive of the Uiiiled Stale.i. has been 
most conciliatory. About 800 Americun 
troops and a buttery of guns had been 
placed on the island : but the number of 
moil has since been reduced to lOi). and the 
battery of guns \\>\s been entirely rernovetl. 
1 1 is r.lso understood lhat 100 marines nie lo 
be stationed there on the part of the British 
Government, in-order that Iher*? may be a 
joint occupation until the question is finully 
settled."

I The long announced sale of Sallas Island Lands 
came off on Tnesday afternoon, "t the Land Office, 
across James' Bay. Sallas Island is a beautiful

few miles distant from Salt Spring Island. About 
twenty persons wore prcicnt. The auctioneer, 
after stating the terms of the sale, and that the 
"upset price" would be Bi.x shillings per acre, 
commenced with section A., at the fitrcme eastern 
end of the island. 

"Come, gentlemen, who will give six shillinga 
an acre ?" 

A Voice — I wouldn't give ynu six pence! 

Auctioneer— Oh, that's a matter of opinion. 
Come, who bids ? who bids? only six shillings, 
upset price ; contains seventy-six acres, splendidly 
diYcrsiHcd — a little prairie, a little wood, and a 
liiile rocl{ ! Is there no bidder ? Gentlemen, I'll 
pass on tn section I, east range, of 136 acres. Is 
tliere no bidder ? 

No bidder appearing, the auctioneer traveled 
on up the map to section .'), containing 113 acres. 
"This, gentlemen, is n really fine section — deer 
and grouse ubouiiil ; worth six shillings an acre 
for sporting purposes alone." 

A "Voice [evidently from a backwoodsman] — 
Are there any Injuns ? 

Auctioneer— Si.x shillings — six shillings. 

A Fanner — You'd better come down in your 
price. 

.•Vu.;tionecr — Why, the upset price is low 
cniinv'h. 

Tarifior — Well, the people hero don't think so. 
What protection will settlers have from Indinns ? 

Acting Colonial Surveyor [advancing] — This is 
not tlio place for such questions 

Fanner— I don't ask ynu, I osk the auctioneer. 

Acting C. S. — The Indians never go there. 

Farmer — Hut they ini^lr, if there is enough to 
cxi'itc their cupidity. 

The luii'tionoer liere passed section 5, and took 
up KPftion 7. of 6\ acres, statin',' that it was nearly 
nil prnirio land. Mr. 'i'. . I. Skinner bid the upset 
priee and after some time, no other bidders 
appearinc, the auctioneer slated that ho would 
aclj urn (lie sale until the following day.
